The receipts 
were small, both in hogs and grain, and the 
weather was threatening for another blockade 
in the country roads. 

The demand for domestic and foreign dry- 
goods was not perceptibly increased. The in- 
quiry, as heretofore, was mainly for small lots 
of a miscellaneous character for the reassort- 
ment of stocks. Groceries were in good de- 
mand, and ruled firmer. More goods are being 
sold than in previous Januarys, and collections 
also are much better than usual at this time of 
year. In the dried fruit market there was noth- 
ing new to report; trade continuing fair with 
prices firm all around. But little was doing in 
the fish market. Butter was in good request at 
fully previous quotations. Cheese was un- 
changed. The demand for leather was unim- 
proved, and prices were steady and unchanged. 
Tobacco was dull, with prices to a great extent 
nominal. Oils ruled quiet and steady. There 
was a fair demand for coal at about steady 
figures. 

Lumber was steady,andin fair demand for 
the time of year. The shipments continue lib- 
eral, and the stock is daily diminishing. Wool 
was steady and in better request. Hides, hay, 
and broom-coru were unchanged. Seeds were 
good demand and firm, the offerings of timo- 
thy and clover—the popular vaneties—being 
very light. Hay was firm and in good local de- 
mand. Green fruits were selling rather more 
freely to the local trade at recent prices, though 
foreign oranges were quoted lower. Potatoes 
sold readily at recent prices, and the stock is 
daily decreasing. Game and poultry were 
steady, with a fair call from the city trade and 
shippers. Eggs were quoted at former prices.

PETROLEUM. 

The N Shipping and Commercial List 
of Jan. 11 has an exhaustive review of the pe- 
troleum trade of that city for 1878. The total 
exports show a falling off from the enormous 
ageregate of 1877, but were largely in excess of 
the exports for any previous year. The produc- 
tion, onthe other hand, has materially in- 
creased (amounting to an average of over 40,000 
bris per diem), and as a consequence prices 
have ruled extremely low—lower than for any 
other year in the history of the trade. The highest 
price for crude at the wells in January was 81.6334. 
Refined the same month, for New York deliy- 
ery, was 12%c. There was a slight advance 
early in February, but from that date the course 
of the market was one of gradual decline. The 
bottom was reached toward theclose of Sep- 
tember, when refined sold at Se in New York 
and Sige in Philadeiphia and Baltimore. Tue 
exports from New York for the past four years 
were as follows:

In the course of the article the writer says: 
The theory at one time heid by many that 
the supply in the Pennsylvania region would 
sooner or later become exhausted, seems to 
have been pretty thoroughly exploded by 
events, the yield having attained to proportions 
little dreamed of by the most sanguine during 
the earlicr commercial history of the article. 
Our country, moreover, holds the same su- 
premacy now that it has always held. 
Petroleum has been found in other countries, 
but at present we need fear no serious compe- 
tition, because of the general flow of our wells 
and the apparently inexhaustible supply that is 
so easily accessible from ports of shipment.“ 

WOOL. 

Mr. James Lyuch's annual review of the 
wool trade gives the following points: The 
total clip of 1878 was about 211,000,000 
lbs, which is the largest ever known in Amer- 
ica, and exceeds by 3,000,000 Ibs the clip of 
1877. In tue Western and Northern States the 
production increased 8,000,000 lbs; in Colorado 
and New Mexico, 4,000,000 lbs; and in Texas, 
3,000,000 Ibs. The California clip fell off 
14,000,000 Ibs. The increase is most rapid in 
Colorado, New Mexico, and Texas; and the 
industry of sheep-raising is growing so fast in 
these sections that the country may soon have 
a surplus for exvort. The home product has 
increased 45,000,000 Ibs in the past eight years, 
without a corresponding decrease in importa- 
tions, though the imports of foreign wools last 
year were smaller than in any one of the past 
seven years. The imports into Boston, New

The total supply of foreign and domestic wool 
last year was 245,000,000 lbs. In 1872 it was 
258,000,000 Ibs. These figures show that the 
receipts now are nearly as great as they were in 
the era of inflation. The increase in popula- 
tion, and the smaller imports of woolen goods, 
which have diminished since 187172 about 
$25,000,000, partly account for the augmented 
supply. The actual consumption of wool, how- 


‘ever, it is hard. to estimate, because the stocks 


in the interior cannot be ascertained, though 
they probably do no: differ widely from the 
supply. The total supply, including the stocks 
at ports on dan. 1, was 275,734,000 Ibs. The 
stock on Dec. 31 was 30,485,000 lbs, which is 
about the same as the stock on Jan. 1, and 
this, taken from the above, leaves 245,249,000 Ibs 
as the domestic consumption during 1878, un- 
less the interior stocks differed on the two 
dates,—the first and last day of the year.

The Liability of Stockholders in England. 
| London Times. 

Writing when the call of £500 per £100 share 
was made upon the unhappy shareholders of the 
City of Glaggow Bank, we pointed out the nov- 
elty of so large acallinany important liquida- 
tion, and thé effect it would probably have on 
the public es\mation of companies with unlim- 
ited liability. The call, as we remarked, meant 
ruin not merely for the imprudent shareholder 
who had put all or nearly all his fortune into 
one venture, but it meant ruin as well to the 
man who had ＋ put a fifth or a less part of 
his fortane into the one undertaking, and who 
now found that instead of having to pay up 50 per 
cent, or, at the worst, 100 per cent more, which 
was all there was precedent for, he had to pay 
five times the amount of his original in- 
vestment. Subsequerit events, as we feared, 
have given even a more startling meaning to 
unlimited liability, and have more than coa- 
tirmed our expectation that the public estima- 
tion of unlimited shares would change. It has 
—— 5 evident that the City of Glasgow Bank 
sharchulders must pay far more tnan five times 
their holdings. Calls of £2,000, £5,000, £10,000, 
and even more, are freely talked of as probable. 
The Caledonian Bank, which held four shares 
only, has been obliged to suspend its business, 
setting a sum equal to its whole paid-up capital 
of £150,000 against its liability on these four 
shares, and the shareholders in that bank being 
expressly recoguſzed to be liable in case that 
£150,000, or nearly $40,090 per share, should be 
inenfficient. A liability of this kind simply fills

Wyman’s store seized. The creditors claim 
that these judgment-notes were given without 
consideration and are void, and if the steck is

suits have been begun against Wyman, and the 
attachment levied on his property, aud, even if 
the executions are valid, serious questions, it is 
alleged, will arise between the execution and 
attachment creditors as to who has the prior 
lien. Equitably, therefore, the proceeds of the 
property ought not to be paid over to any one 
until the rights of all parties interested have 
been ascertained. The complainants, therefore, 
ask that J. B. Bradwell and the Sheriff may be 
restrained from further proceedings to convert 
the mopeys to be derived from a sale of the 
property until their claims may be passed upon.

CAPT. BLAIR’S TROUBLE. 


Did He Bigamously Marry Gen. Granger's 
Widow ?—Under Guard on Governor's Island 
Awaiting Formal Charges from Washing- 
ton of Conduct Unbecoming an Officer and

Capt. Thomas Blair, of the Fifteenth Uni

Her maiden name 
was Maria Lecher. It is said that after the Gen- 
eral’s death she obtained support for herself and 
child for a short time asa clerk in the Quarter- 
master-General’s office in Washington. Her 
husband had been a frequent visitor in the house 
of Commodore Vanderbilt, and she was a friend 
of the Vanderbilt family. While she was em- 
ployed as a clerk the Commodore died, and she 
found that she had received a bequest from him 
of two $5,000 registered bonds of the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railway Com- 
pany.
